It would need something more than imagination to discover 
anything in the nature of success of a very definite kind in the 
recent Conference held in London. As I observed last week, the

step in the way of Peace, worth much more than any pact and any 
treaty.

Germany herself has shown unexpected powers of 
self-help which cannot have been altogether pleasing, and must have 
been surprising, to some of the other Powers. 


But it has to be noted that the Conference was by no means & 
failure, as evidence the visit which has since been paid and was, 
prior to the Conference, arranged for, of the Prime Minister and 
the British Foreign Secretary.

C. BIDJERANO (Constantinople). 
The death occurred on Monday, at the age of eighty-five, of 
Rabbi Chaim Bidjerano Effendi, Chief Rabbi of Turk y. rhe 
deceased who was, before the War, Chief Rabbi of \drianople, 
played a notable part in the siege of that city by the Bulgarians in 
1913. He showed remarkable courage, capacity and self-sacrilice 
throughout that time of suffering for the Jewish people. At the 
risk of his life, he passed through the streets in the midst of falling 
shrapnel, giving comfort and encouragement, feeding the poor, 
visiting the hospitals and obtaining from the Authorities special 
privileges needed for his people. Subsequently, the Prince Imperial 
visited Adrianople and in the name of the Sultan « xpressed warm 
appreciation of the loyalty of the Jews of Adrianople at a dinner 
given in honour of Rabbi Bidjerano and other spiritual heads of 
the Community. 

The late Rabbi completely re-organised the Jewish institutions 
of Adrianople. He introduced many reforms which established 
unity among the members of a Community which had not always 
lived in harmony. He was the promoter of amendments to the 
marriage laws which were designed to mitigate the position of 
widows whom the laws forced to marry their brothers-in-law. In 
1912. the Order of the Medjidiah was conferred on the deceased by 
the Sultan. He was a Talmudical scholar of considerable repute 
and tke author of several books.

( NLY this season of the year affords justification—I was about 
to say excuse—for publishing the letter below which I found 
with my usual batch at the beginning of the week.

I expect 
that this year fewer of normally well-placed Jews have been 
able to take their own bolidays, and that is why your collection 
seems just a trifle on the short side. But maybe there will be 
a leg-up later on, what with Hoover plans and the resuscitation 
of German fimance. . .

“T EG-UP!” Theexpression caused me to read my correspondent's 


Be this all as it may, here is my correspondent’s letter: 
DeAR MENTOR, 

I have just completed my annual boliday, and as I believe, 
on such occasions, in devoting myself to some hobby or the 
other, I tried this year to discover one which would tend to 
lighten- the ennui of having nothing to do when away from 
home. It occurred to me to watch and see whether Jews 
disport themselves on their holidays differently from non- 
Jews and where the difference exists.. I think I was 
led to the entrancing research by an accident which 
happened to me in town. I was strolling one after- 
noon, when the weather was fine and the sun hot, near 
where the motor coaches, those trying things of modern 
civilisation—one of the most recent—were plying for hire. I 
looked on for a few minutes and in the end had not the least 
doubt which coach was bound for Margate, which for Southend, 
and which for Brighton. The one whose destination was 
Clacton-on-Sea was just as undoubted in my mind. Well, I 
hied me toa place where Jews most do congregate at Summer- 
time, and as it were stood aside and beheld. I noticed invariably 
devotional impedimenta as part of their luggage, while each 
without exception was equipped with a very obvious Bible. 
Few did not carry a Book of Lamentations in preparation for 
the 9th day of Ab, which was not far distant, and young men 
and old carried with them their 7aq@lithim in preparation for 
livine service which they evidently had made up their minds 
to attend by the seaside. There was nothing in the way of 
excitement, or jostling, of shouting, or of calling one to 
the other, to be observed anywhere. Parties of lholiday- 
makers move about quietly and without confusion and without 
‘riction, much like a trained army under orders. I listened 
carefully as party after party of them engaged their apartments. 
The bargains were struck with the utmost politeness. There 
was no haggling and no bargaining, and never once did | hear 
it said that the applicant for accommodation would just look 
round and come again if nothing better suited came to view—as 
1 so often heard said by Americans, for instance. And then I 
concluded that these Jews bad learnt the lesson of let live, even 
(ough the living be of a tenuous season kind, just as we all wish 
‘uc live. Anon, as the evening closed in I watched these* Jewish 
holiday-makers and noted the exemplary patterns they provided 
for all as they disported themselves on the Front. They walked 
to and fro almost humbly evidently enjoying the fresh breeze 
that blew upp from the sea and the’ozone, if the oceans really 
produce such a compound. Others might be heard loudly dis- 
‘oursing through open uncurtained windows on the relative 
merits of some “hand” or the value of some “trick.” Not 
our Jewish holiday-folk, who seem to bave come to take the 
chance so largely denied them during the rest of the year of 
informing their intellects and widening the area of their 
knowledge. Many of them whom I knew in town as possessors 
of big cars had thought it but right and prudent to leave 
the machines at home. As one explained to me, what passed 
Without undue show and boastfulness in London became 
'ntensely vulgar show when displayed in some small town, 
the inhabitants of which would not equal in numbers 
‘hose of some London parish. Moreover, as he further 
“xplained, there was the danger to little children who 
prs unused to big rapid-going machines in these parts. 

ccasionally I noticed some of these holiday-makers of our 
penis smoking & pipe or a cigarette, but never did I see one 
uGulzing in some huge Havanah which appeared so to lure the 


letter once again—for I suppose the dozenth time and there 
has dawned upon me the possibility that he has been amusing him- 
self during his holidays by trying on me the gentle art of leg-pulling! 
None the less his letter remains in my view of some interest and is, 
I think, apt to this season. If I did not recognise the letter-writer’s 
intention before, 1 pray that I may be forgiven, and I plead in excuse 
that I myself have just been on holiday, and I know of nothing 60 
dulling to the perception as the self-enforced abstention from one’s 
average work which goes by that name!

‘iy Dear Cowstn, 


Nature has made strange fellows in her time. Some possess a serious 
: mperament and cultivate a solemn outlook on life. They smile but rarely ; 

laugh hardly ever. But there are others who, like Democrites of old, 

laughing philosophers, finding constant amusement in the vanity of 
manity. These add to the gaiety of nations and are therefore benefactors 

‘heir kind. Indeed, what would life be without a spice of humour? In 

_ probability both types have their part to play in human life, but if we 

placed in the position of having to choose between the one or the other, 

. fairly certain that the humourist would obtain the majority of votes, 

\. the Talmud declares, better a few puncert peppercorns than a whole 
ketful of pumpkins, 

Humour may express itself in a variety of ways; perl ips the most 

ful is in the form of satire. The satirist is gifted above ordinary men in 

t he can see beneath the surface of things ; he is able to note the topsy- 
vevdoms with which life is filled. In some wavs, therefore, the satirist 
oplements the records of the historian. He instructs us in the manners 

4 modes of his time by show!tng us the weakness and the follies of human 
‘onus. He helps us to realisé that humen nature is at bottom the same in 

ces; if there are var‘eties in different epochs, they are duc rot so much 
to human nature itself as to the artifices to which human nature resorts. 

The great literatures of the world are rich in aatire ; one need only recall 
the writings of Aristophanes, Juvenal and Horace, Cervantes and Ral clais, 

nd among the moderns, Heine. Jewish literature is no exception to the rule, 

though it is not surprising to find that, owing to the bitter sufferings of the 
Jews throughout many centuries of their history, they were inclined to stress 
the seriousness and the burden of existence rather than its folly and light- 
heartedness, Yet Jewish writers are not wanting who provide exceedingly 
amusing satires on their respective ages. 

The Bible itself is not without touches of satire. One recalls the words 
of Elijah at the foot of Mount Carmel to the prophets of Baal: “ Cry aloud, 
for he is a god ; either he is musing or he has gone aside, or he is on a journey, 
or peradventure he sleepeth and must be awakened.” Bileam is a figure of 
sutire. So intent was he on his journey to curse Israel that he did not see 
what his own ass was able to observe. Some of the prophets wielded the 
rapier of satire with great skill. Isaiah in particular is a master of satire. 
Recall his pieture of the idol-maker. He begins with timber growing in 
the forest. Some of it is used for fuel—for a man to warm himself withal 
and to cook his food ; some of it is made into a God and worshipped. Another 
example is Isaiah's satire addressed to the city of Tyre, at one time queen of 
the eastern Mediterranean: “Take a harp, go about the city, thou light 
wanton, long forgotten ; make sweet melody, sing many songs, that thou 
mayest be remembered.” Or thé same prophet’s greeting to Nebuchadnezzar 
on his entry into the nether world. The great ones of the earth who had 
pr~ eded him there had heard of his pomp and power, and as he enters address 
him mockingly in these terms : ““ How art thou fallen from heaven, Oh, day 
star, son of the morning ; how art thou cut down to the ground, thou who hast 
cast lots over the nations.” Lastly, who can forget the expression -of 
lsatah’s satire on the women of ancient .Israel ; even in those days they 
went “ walking and mincing” ? 

“atire may be found in other parts of the Bible, too. Who does not 
‘umber the satirie picture of the ways of the wanton in the 7th Chapter of 
Vroverbs, and particularly of her victim who is like “an ox that goeth to 
‘slaughter’ t That is a piece of satire which is true to life, from the days 
1 which it was written down to our own. You will also recall the satire in 
‘¢ 9th Chapter of Judges, where the story is told of how the trees went forth 
appoint a king, and ultimately chose the bramble, and how in consequence 

\ were devoured by fire. Pretty, too, is that other story of the thistle 
~utng for the hand of the cedar’s daughter, and how in the end wild beasts 
rod down the thistle. 

ne Talmud is occupied so much with the serious things in life that it 

‘ittle mind for satire. Yet rabbinic literature as a whole does not 

ether eschew the satiric. We are told, for instance, that when Rabbi 
sua ben Levi was in Rome, he observed how the idols of the god were 
‘tected against rough weather, but human beings were altogether neglected 
‘id allowed to wander about in rags. “Strange,” Rabbi Joshua is said to 
‘ive remarked, “that the Romans look after their gods and neglect their 
OW creatures. How different are the Jews! They seek protection from 
‘sod and show kindness to their fellow creatures.” 

One of the oldest themes of the satirist was the frailty, the waywardness, 
even the charm of lovely woman. A rabbinic story illustrates the tradition 
‘iat King Solomon understood the language of birds and beasts. One day 
‘'e monarch heard Mr. and Mrs. Sparrow in conversation. The former 
observed to the latter: “ You have no conception of my strength. If I 
“cated to, L could overthrow the royal palace yonder by one kick.”” King 
“vlomon was amused and took Mr. Sparrow to task. “ How could you tell 
‘uch tall stories 2?” the royal philosopher asked. Mr. Sparrow begged for 
forgiveness, ‘“ Women, you know, are like that. They like men to impress

not long before the fair victim was conquered by her charmer, and not only 
that, but she yielded up the body of her husband in order that it might take 
the place of a culprit hung on a tree fortheft. The thief’s body had been stolen, 
to the discomfiture of the knight, whose duty it had been to keep watch 
Over it, 

Another writer who lived in Barcelona was a physician, Judah ben 
Isaac ibn Sabbattai, who in the year 1208 published a satire called, “ The 
Enemy of Women” (O%WS" Nsw). In his story a father advises his son 
not on any account to marry, since no woman in the world could be relied 
on. A pretty face, however, turned the son’s head, and ultimately he married 
the owner of the pretty face, and she became a Xantippe to him. As in 
other literatures so among Jews, the satirist who caricatured women and 
their ways raised up champions for women. In 1210 a certain Isaac took 
up the cudgels on behalf of women in a treatise entitled “ Women’s Aid ” 
Ay), while another writer. Yedaya Penimi (1272-1340) likewise 
produced a book entitled, ‘‘ The Friend of Women ” (O°%23 SN). 

Love-sick swains similarly afforded golden opportunities to the satirist 
of all ages. So did Rabbis and their ways. Kalonymos ben Kalonymos, 
of Arles, who was sometimes known as Maestro Kalo (1287-1337) was perhaps 
one of the sublimest of Jewish medieval satirists. He holds up to ridicule 
Rabbis and their Talmudic dielectic, and likewise preachers who copy their 
sermons from others. 


It is worthy of note that the sermon complaint is by 
no means new. 


Kalonymos was particularly successful in his satire on Rabbis 
and their methods in his Tractat> Purim, which must have been written some- 
time between 1319 and 1322. P rhaps it was done in fun; perhaps he 
really meant to. hold up Rabbinic interpretation to ridicule. 


In either case, 
the effort will repay perusal. 


Sometimes the satirist will hold up to ridicule both those who claim to 
be orthodox—iving the impression that they possess the whole of truth, 
and that right opinions are to be found only with them—as well as the so-called 
philosophers who pride themselves on their possessing no prejudices. Isaae 
Polkar (1270-1540) wrote a satire of this kind called, “ The Help of Religion ” 
(YT “tY). It is composed of dialogues on religion between an old man 
who represents the believers, and a young fop who speaks for the philosophers, 
The former states the case of Talmudic Judaism, condemning philosophy 
because it teaches many wrong doctrines and undermines faith. The old 
man proceeds to declare that to think at all is disadvantageous for Religion, 
As for philosophers, they are deniers of God ; they do not go to synagogue ; 
they discard Tallit and Tephillin. 
of ceremonies. 


The old man demands strict observance 
He asks that the pious Jew shall content himself with doing 
as his father did, and abstain from asking questions. 
not orthodox. 


To ask questions is 
His opponent, the philosopher, is full of enthusiastic praise 
of thought and research ; in his opinion the best way of establishing Judaism 
is by the aid of philosophy. The protagonist of this view exaggerates in his 
manner just as the old man exagyerates in his. 
they call each other horrid names. The old man, helpless in argument, is 
ready to kill his opponent. The matter is then brought before the king, who 
attempts to smooth the tempers of the two by pointing out that Judaism 
needs belief as well as thought, and that religion and philosophy must be in 
harmony. 


The two lose their temper ; 


Satire is an effective means of bringing home to the ordinary man the 
proper evaluation of life and its problems, including the problems of religious 
life. In modern times Heine has laid mankind under an obligation by his 
magnificent satire ; while some of the chapters in the second part of Zangwill’s 
“ Children of the Ghetto ” will long remain masterpieces of satiric writing. 

If a humdrum age profits by satire, we of this age need to pray to heaven 
to be favoured with a whole army of satirists. A good dose of satire might 
act as a steadying influence on what is termed “ The Community.”

I shall be obliged to know if a Plaintiff when suing on a contract, 
satisfies the Beth Din that he is telling the truth, in spite of evidence to 
the contrary by the Defendant, the Beth Din will give judgment for the 
Defendant, unless the Plaintiff satisfies the technical requirements of 
Jewish Law by producing evidence in writing of the terms of the contract. 

If in-the circumstances before mentioned the Beth Din finds in favour 
of the Defendant while believing the Plaintiff, does not the statement 
before quoted require, with respect, a little modification ?

“ Por thus saith the high and lofty One, that inhabiteth Eternity, 
whose naymeis Holy: ~ IT dwell in the high and holy place, with him 
also that is of a contrite and humble spirit.’ "—TIsaiah lwu., 15. 

Recent philosophy has revolutionised our conceptions of time 
and space. But they still remain for the ordinary man the con- 
venient term bv which he measures not only his own activities but 
the processes of thought that reveal to him the knowledge of himself 
and of the world without. They are also the terms by which he has 
in the past endeavoured and still tries to deseribe, if only by an 
antithesis. the Divine Being whom he worships. Men must speak in 
human language, even when they seek to describe the super-human. 
Isainh. whose prophecies often reach a plane of loftiest language, 
is no less circumscribed in his attempts to picture the Divine. 
In the text above quoted, he would give us a picture at one and the 
same time of God's infinite greatness and of His gracious condescen. 
He endeavours to tell us of something that links up this 
He speaks of God firstly in 


sion. 
Divine holiness with our mortal frailty. 
terms of time. God inhabiteth Eternity. Eternity is a conception 
that at the moment elevates and humbles the thinker. The 
only way in which we can imagine it at all is by approaching step 
by step the largest measure of time we know, and then following 
onward till we are lost in wonder at a vastness that transcends our 
thought. We cannot grasp the ideaof Eternity. We can learn 
something of it by recognising that to whatever portion of time we 
may extend our gaze, Eternity is vaster still. Start with the history 
of modern civilisation. attempt to master a mere outline of its great 
events. Already its beginnings seem to belong to aremote antiquity. 
But compare these few hundred years with the thousands that cover 
the story of mankind, as it has been revealed to historical research, 
and the mind can hardly grasp the extent of this passage of time. 
While if we follow the speculations of geological science, we are 
lost in the contemplation of count'ess creations and of innumerable 
ages. And still the illimitable past recedes as before. Imagination 
fails and thought gives way. And this is but one aspect of time. 
The same overpowering calculations await us if we turn from the 
past and stretch our eves towards that which is tocome. Time, 
that stretches back so immeasurably, stretches on and on for ever. 
It is by such a conception that the inspired prophet attempts to 
picture the immeasurable God. Eternity means nothing by itself, 
It merely expresses the existence of the high and lofty One that 
inhabiteth it. God exists in that Eternity, which has neither past 
nor future, but only one vast immeasurable present.

The second measure of God, given us by our text, is in respect 
of space. “I dwell in the high and holy place.” Itis difficult to 
say which conception is the more exalted, that of boundless time 
or that of boundless space. We form some slight sense of space 
when, in our little travels, we pass from the narrow scenery of 
our own country to parts of the earth, where Nature assumes her 
most awe-inspiring forms. We may gather some conception 
of the grandeur of space from the sublimity of great heights 
that rise before us in massive majesty. Yet these are but a 
slight part of the globe that is our earth. And that itself is lost 
as a mere speck in the contemplation of the vast extent of 
space that eye cannot reach and where even thought fails to 
penetrate. And the awe that fills our heart is a tribute to but a 
portion of God's greatness, “ who is the place of the world, though 
the world is not His place.” These are the seals by which God has 
impressed Himself on men’s hearts—these thoughts of eternal time 
and of immeasurable space. There is yet another measure given us 
of God. It is that His Name is Holy. Nor is the holiness of God 
less awe-inspiring than that He is eternal in time and unlimited by 
space. ‘or holiness, as it represents the perfection of God. is also 
beyond the grasp of mortal reach or mortal conception. We can 
only conceive of the Divine purity and holiness by that which we 
know of our own little strivings towards these things. We know 
that the Divine perfection is free and separate from all that is 
wrong and mean and base in human lives, and that He would have 
this world of ours a place like that wherein He dwells, a lofty and a 
holy place. : 

It is the desire of the D‘vine for the betterment of the human 
that brings us to the extraordinary conclusion of our text: that God 
who is eternal in time, unlimited by space, perfect in holiness. 
dwells with him that is of a contrite and a humble spirit. This is 
the true sublimity of the Divine greatness which, as the Rabbis say 
always finds its best expression in the condescension that accoth- 
panies it. The condition of the indwelling of God in the human 
heart is that the heart be contrite and humble, conscious of the 
greatness of the Master it serves, conscious of the purity and holi- 
ness of God. And though its apprehension of this can only be 
approximate, it is sufficient to make it sensible of its own littleness, 
its own frailty, its own failings. Therefore it becomes contrite and 
humble. “Pride” says the Rabbi, “drives the Divine presence 
from the world.” Buta humble human heart can be the dwelling. 
place of the Eternal God,

The Eder-Brodetsky Controversy. 

The Eder-Brodetsky controversy, which has been brought some- 
what unwisely to the notice of a number of pro-Zionist members, is 
not the kind of incident which helps to raise Jewish and Zionist 
prestige in the House. Dr. Eder, who is the respected President of 
the English Zionist Federation, has bluntly accused Dr. Brodetsky of 
dislovalty to Dr. Weizmann by his acceptance of office on the new 
Executive. It certainly came as a surprise to many members to 
find that Dr. Brodetsky, who has wholeheartedly defended Dr. 
Weizmann’s policy in the past and has publicly resented any 
criticism of it. had decided to enter the new Executive under a 
leadership which has declared its intention of following a new 
policy. The Jewish supporters of Zionism are, it seems, entitled 
to know a little more about this matter. Did Dr. Eder condemn 
Dr. Brodetsky with the authority of Dr. Weizmann, or does the latter 
also feel that he has been “let down’ by Dr. Brodetsky? Secrecy 
on such a matter is most injurious to Jewish interests, and a clear 
and unequivocal pronouncement by the English Zionist Federa- 
tion is called for,in order to put a stop to many undesirable rumours 
that are in circulation, and to make clear -whether ‘Dr. Eder, as 
President of the Federation, speaks for the whole Federation. 


The Poale-Zion World Conference. 


AMALGAMATION WITH HITACHDUT. 


The Poale-Zion World Conference, which has just terminated in 
Vienna, dealt with a number of problems arising from the Zionist 
Congress. The Conference decided in favour of extending to all 
countries the principle of amalgamating the Poale-Zion Organisation 
with the Hitachdut Zionist Labour Organisation, which has already 
been brought about in Palestine. The Conference also recognised 
Yiddish as a national language of the Jews in the Diaspora.

A Memory of San Remo (April, 1920).

To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 
Sin.—Mr. Lloyd George recalled recently the dramatic day at 
San Remo, eleven years ago, when the principal Allied Powers 
conftimed the Mandates for Palestine, Syria and Iraq to Great 


Being near San Remo, I was moved by his 
re} iscences to visit the villa in which the Conference of the Allied 
Statesmen actually took place. It lies on the Corso del Inglesi, 
appropriately enough; and it is a palatial place.

Deauville, Cannes, San Remo and, a little later, Locarno, had their 
turn; but the meeting at this pleasance in San Remo was the most 
fruitful im its results.

Opposition to Shechita Increasing. 


RESULT OF NEGLECTING THE CASTING PROBLEM. 
(From our Parliamentary Correspondent). 
Housk OF COMMONS. 


Further consideration of the Slaughter of Animals Bill having 
been postponed by the Standing Committee until Tuesday, 27th 
October. efforts are to be made in the intervening period to reach 
agreement upon the clause which deals with Sheehita. ‘Failure on 
the part of Jews to find a way out among themselves has so far 
made an unfortunate impression on non-Jewish members of the 
Committee. but it is not too late to bring about an improvement in 
the situation. 

| understand that Mr. Frederick Marshall, the Labour Member 
for the Brightside Division of Sheffield, who will lead the attack on 
Shechita in October, will be supported by Mr. Ernest Winterton, 
M.P.. and the Rey. Gordon Lang, M.P. Mr. Marshall's view is that, 
having seen the Jewish casting method in operation when. he was a 
member of the Sheffield City Council, he is convinced of its cruelty. 
Moreover, he is of opinion that the Weinberg apparatus, which he 
has also seen operated, is not an improvement. His attack may, 
therefore, turn out to be more formidable than has hitherto been 
assumed. It should be mentioned that Mr. Marshall fully appreciates 
the gravity of the step he is taking; but he is satisfied that if the 
majority of Jews paid a visit to a slaughterhouse, they would 
support his criticism on humane grounds. 

Cruelty and Casting. 

Meantime, in anticipation of Mr. Marshall's attack, Mr. J. M. 
Rich, the Secretary of the Jewish Board of Deputies, has provided 
members of the Committee with a carefully-prepared defence of 
the Jewish method. which will be studicd by members during the 
Vacation. It is pointed out by the Deputies that the Report of the 
Admiralty Committee of 1904, upon which opponents of the Jewish 
method rely, is not acceptable on the ground that the Committee did 
not call scientific evidence in favour of Shechita; and that the con- 
clusions of the Committee were immediately challerged by non- 
Jewish scientists of the highest authority, such as Professor Leonard 
Hill (now Director of Applied Physiology, National Institute of 
Medical Research). It is also emphasised that in the twenty-seven 
vears that have elapsed since the Admiralty Committee reported, 
independent scientific opinions in favour of Siechita have been 
accumulating. The question of casting bas also been dealt with in 
the information sent to members of the Committee by the Board of 
Deputies. 

In the discussions upon the Bill which bave already taken place, 
only occasional and passing reference has been made to the Jewish 
method. One remark about the Jews is worthy of being repeated. 
Mr. F. A. Macquisten, K.C., who is the Conservative Member for 
Argyll and has a considerable reputation in the Ilouse as a 
hymourist, in the course of a warning to the Committee not to 
interfere with the Jewish method, remarked that the Jews were an 
ancient people to whom the Almighty had given everything except 
popularity! 

The Mysteries of “ Carbolic.” 

In recent months, the Deputies and the Orthedox Union have 
participated in vigorous ~ “in support of their respective 
standpoints. One enthusiastic Jew has tried toexplain the meaning 
of Cabbala to several Members, and the result of bis efforts may 
be judged by a conversation which is said to have taken place 
between two non-Jewish Members. One Member asked the other if 
he had been able to catch the peculiar word which the Jewish 
visitor had so often used. “Oh, yes,” replied the other Member.

Hebrew Teachers Meeting. 


[From our Correspondent. | 


A meeting of teachers of Hebrew at the Municipal Day Schools, 
undér the Hebrew Education Board, was held last week when con- 
sideration was given to allegations made at the last annual meeting 
of the Jews’ School, and reported in our issue of July 24th. The 
Rev. I. W. Slotki, M.A., Hon. Superintendent of Hebrew at the Day 
Schools, who presided by special request said that although in his 
official capacity he had already taken the necessary steps for d saling 
with the matter, he felt that a suitable protest should come from the 
teachers themselves. Mr. J. Gold declared the statements made 
at that meeting to be absolutely untrue. He himself had always 
found the gentile teachers at the schools he visited respectful 
ind polite, and always obliging in matters that concerned the 
conscience of the children. Mr. A. Rothbaum was certain that the 
lleads of the schools concerned would be the first to resent the 
ilegationsin question. The Rev. A. Suchanitsky thought a challenge 
ought to be made, by selecting certain pupils and pitting them 
against any which their detractors could offer. He was quite 
confident of the result. The Day School Hebrew teachers were 
doing work which would otherwise have remained undone, and 
they deserved better at the hands of the Community. Mr. I. 
Freeman pointed out that several of the teachers who taught at 
the Day Schools were also visiting-teachers at the Jews’ School. At 
one place they taught at nine o'clock, at the other ateleven. In one 
Case they were paid by the Hebrew Education Board, in the other 
by the Jews’ School autherities.

Reduced. Tin Supplies. 


within narrow limits 


Much satisfaction has been expressed in metal circles with 
the reduction in the visible supply of tin at the end of last month. 
This is the first real indication that the tin restriction scheme is 
at last bearing, fruit. Dealers in the metal market state that 


the tiguves published for last month have turned the tin situation 
distinetly into shape. The visible supply of tin at the end of July 
totalled about 51,443 tons, being a decrease of 123 tons on the previous 
month. This reduction may be regarded as small, but it indicates 
' i way the wind is blowing. The reduction in the visible supply 
must be arranged side by side with the drop in the Straits Settlement 
tin carry-over. Figures published show a reduction at the end of 
last month in the carry-over of 590 tons. This must be regarded as 
particularly satisfactory, although it has to be remembered that the 
tin industry is not as yet out of the wood. It is necessary for the 
cousumptive demand of the metal to increase substantially, but that 
is only possible through a revival in world trade. The price of the 
metal bas improved on the July supply figures and there are many 
who have formed the opinion that the end of the slump in tin is in 
sight.

A meeting of teachers of Hebrew at the Municipal Day Schools, 
undér the Hebrew Education Board, was held last week when con- 
sideration was given to allegations made at the last annual meeting 
of the Jews’ School, and reported in our issue of July 24th. The 
Rey. I. W. Slotki, M.A., Hon. Superintendent of Hebrew at the Day 
Schools, who presided by special request said that although in his 
official capacity he had already taken the necessary steps for dealing 
with the matter, he felt that a suitable protest should come from the 
teachers themselves. Mr. J.: Gold declared the statements made 
at that meeting to be absolutely untrue. He himself bad always 
found the gentile teachers at the schools he visited respectful 
ind polite, and always obliging in matters that concerned the 
onscience of the children. Mr. A. Rothbaum was certain that the 
lleads of the schools concerned would be the first to resent the 
Ulegationsin question. The Rev. A. Suchanitsky thought a challenge 
ought to be made, by selecting certain pupils and pitting them 
against any which their detractors could offer. He was quite 
confident of the result. The Day School Hebrew teachers were 
doing work which would ‘otherwise have remained undone, and 
they deserved better at the hands of the Community. Mr. I. 
Freeman pointed out that several of the teachers who taught at 
the Day Schools were also visiting-teachers at the Jews’ School. At 
one place they taught at nine o'clock, at the other at eleven. In one 
case they were paid by the Hebrew Education Board, in the other 
by the Jews’ School authorities. :

DIVORCE.—The decrees nisi in the following Matrimonial Causes 
have been made absolute: Fagelson. E. v. Fagelson, M. P.; Zelkin, H. v. 
Zelkin, H.; Davis vr. Davis and Gellman. 


BANKRCUPTCY.—In the London Bankruptcy Court, the public 
examination was held of MENACHEM NEIs, imported knitwear dealer, 
of 188. Wentworth Buildings, Wentworth Street, E., and of 8, New 
Street, E.C. The debtor's statement of affairs disclosed ranking liabilities 
£2,407, of which £2,393 are expected to rank against net assets valued 
at £166. The examination was concluded. 


HENRI NIDELMAN, dealer in precious stones, carrying on business 
at 26-27, Hatton Garden, attended for his public examination in the 
London Bankruptey Court before Mr. Registrar Mellor. The debtor 
failed in May with gross liabilities amounting to £9,120, of which

DISTUTE OVER DRESS SUIT.—Last week, at the Westminster 
County Court, Mr. Joseph Swerk,.a Manchester tailor, sued Mr. TEDDY 
DROWN, the musical conductor and zylophonist, for £26 5s., the price of a 
new dress suit. Delivery had been offered but not accepted. Mr. 
brown's defence was that the charge was excessive, even considering his 
outsize. Mr. Swerk said that Mr. Brown wrote to him saying that he had 
never been charged more than fifteen SUuINeAS for a dress suit. Mr. 
Brown, who could just squeeze into the witness-box, borrowed a hat in 
which to take the oath (in the Jewish form). He then threw the hat 
back to i's owner, thus avoiding having to descend from the witness-box, 
whereupon the Judge said: “ That is a very impertinent thing to do in a 
court of law. But never mind now. I understand.” The Judge said 
ihat Mr. Brown, knowing his size, had been very foolish in not asking the 
price of the suit, and the tailor would have been wiser if he had said he 
would charge so much more than usual. Judgment was given for Mr. 
mHwerk for twenty guineas and costs. 


ALLEGED DESERTION.—On Tuesday, at the North London Police 
Ccurt, on a summons alleging that he had deserted his wife, ISADORE 
KLEIN, of Rowton House, King’s Cross, was ordered to pay her 15s. a 
week, 4s. for one child and 2s. 6d. in respect of two elder children. Klein 
picaded * Not Guilty.” The complainant, Mrs. Cissie Klein, of Palatine 
Load, Stoke Newington, said that she was matried to the defendant in 
1915. husband left her on July 12th. Heused to give her £3 a week, 
and, since he had left, he sent her £1. She assisted her husband at a 
jewellery stall, and she estimated his earnings at £5 a week. On oath, 
Kicin- said that his wife would not live with him as a wife according tothe 
law. te declared that he only carned 35s. a week.

BUTTER ADULTERATION.—With reference to the report of.a case 
under the above caption, in our last issue, we have been asked by Messrs. 
Raymond Oliver and Co., Solicitors, to ‘state that the defendant Mr. 
IiYMAN KRAMER, intends to lodge an appeal against the Magistrate's 
decision, 


APPLICATION FOR BAIL GRANTED.—Last week, the Court of 
Criminal Appeal (the Lord Chief Justice, Mr. Justice Acton, and Mr. 
Justice Hawke) granted bail, pending appeal which, it was stated, could 
not be heard before October, to FREDERICK NEWBERY and BURNETT 
LeON ELMAN, who had been convicted at the Central Criminal Court on 
July Sth, before the Recordér of London in connection with what was 
known as the “ Broad Street Press” case. Newbery was sentenced to 
concurrent terms of two years’ imprisonment with hard labour and three 
years’ penal servitude: Elman to twelve months’ imprisonment with 
hard labour. The Court ordered that both the applicants should be 
released on their own bail in the sum of £5,000 each, together with two 
sureties in each case in the sum of £2,500.

It was 
stated that three moyths ago Eisenstein was bound over on his under- 
taking torepay the money. So far he had repaid £11. He had offered to 
make full restitution. Det. Butler: “I think he has made every 
endeavour to make restitution.” Eisenstein was discharged. 


ACQUITTAL.—Because the police had not given warning at the time 
of the accident, and had failed to serve written notice of their intention 
to prosecute within fourteen days, the Cardiff Recorder, last week, 
directed the jury at the City Sessions to acquit MARJORIE HENRIETTA 
FLIGELSTONE, 19, a motorist, on charges of reckless driving under the 
Road Traffic Act. The jury also found her “ Not Guilty ” of causing bodily 
harm by wanton driving. The charges were a sequel to a fatal collision 
near Cardiff Bridge, when Alfred Miers. a motor-cyclist, was killed aftera 
collision with a motor-car driven by the defendant. Mr. Trevor Hunter, 
K.C., who defended, said that the Cardiff Stipendiary Magi®™ ate had 
previously refused to commit the defendant on a charge of manslaughter.

THE WASP. 

The Jews have always been selected as the 
scapegoats of the misfortunes of other nations, 
and now that Germany is going through a 
period of very bad trade the anti-Semites have 
redoubled their agitation. We may console 
ourselves with a saying by a German writer: 
” When you are stung by slanderous tongues, 
comfort yourself with this thought—it is not 
the worst fruit that is gnawed by wasps!” 
It is just because the Jewish people have 
attained a position of eminence in every 
sphere of human activity that they are 
attacked by base spirits. Anti-Semitism has 
been rightly described as the barometer of 
human degeneracy. It is only decadent folk 
that descend to attacks on a defenceless 
people. 

THE STONES THAT BECAME UNITED. 

There isa Rabbinical legend which is based 
on a peculiarity of the text of the story of 
Jacob's sleep in the desert. The Bible tells 
how he took some stones for his pillow. But 


the next morning, it says, he made a pillar 
of the stone that he had used for his pillow. 
The Rabbis say that the stones quarrelled for 
the honour of supporting the head of the 
patriarch, and to compose their jealousy they 
were all made into one stone. This fancy 
was once used to comfort a Rabbi who had 
his house bombarded by stones thrown by the 
mob, and one piece of rock which shattered 
his window narrowly missed killing him. 
“Tam used to attack,’ he complained to his 
friends, “ but never before has such a murder- 
ous onslaught heen made on me.” They 
reminded him of the legend I have quoted. 
“Perhaps,” they said, “the little pebbles 
quarreled among themselves, and they were 
all combined into one big stone to have the 
honour of hitting a saint.” Now that so 
many anti-Semites are combining against us, 
we may recall this story. I am sure, how- 
ever, that the next time you see the frolics 
of Mickey Mouse at the pictures you will 
look at him with new interest.

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Mickey Mouse.

OU may be curious—perhaps a little 
surprised—at seeing at the head of 
this Chat the name of a popular 
film character whose grotesque 

antics have provided amusement for count- 
less thousatids of cinema-goers. A_ letter 
from a German friend is responsible. He 
sends me a cutting from a local paper 
published in Pomerania, an organ of the 
anti-Jewish Hitler party. I feel I must 
reproduce this cutting in order that you may 
have some idea of the absurd lengths to 
which the anti-Jewish movement in Germany 
goes. It is highly instructive. 

A “SCANDAL.” 

My cutting is of a manifesto issued by the 
local Hitler headquarters, and it is headed: 
“The Mickey Mouse Scandal.” It reads as 
follows: “ Fair, free-thinking young German 
town-dwellers dangled by the finance-.Jews! 
Youth, where is your pride? Youth, where 
is your self-respect? The Mickey Mouse is 
the shabbiest, most miserable ideal ever 
conceived. The Mickey Mouse is a bluff of 
Voung Plan capitalists. Healthy feeling 
should tell every respectable girl and every 
honest boy that dirty, loathsome vermin, 
the greatest bearer of microbes in the animal 
world, cannot be set up as an ideal animal 
type. Have we nothing better to do than to 
adorn our clothing with dirty creatures, 
because American money-Jews want to 
increase their earnings? Away with the 
Jewish stupefaction of the people! Away 
with the vermin! Down with Mickey Mouse! 
Wear the Hakenkreusz 

NO JOKE. 

This is not meant as a joke. It is quite 
serious. Just because girls have been seen 
wearing a Mickey Mouse ornament on their 
hats, and office boys Mickey Mouse buttons 
in their lapels! It is news to me that Mickey 
Mouse is a Jewish product; but the Hitlerists 
seem to know, and poor Mickey Mouse, that 
playful little fellow on the screen, is used as 
a weapon in an anti-Semiticattack. To what 
miserable depths have the German anti- 
Semites descended! Anything is good 
enough to flog the Jews with—even the tail 
of little Mickev Mouse! 

THE WASP, | 

The Jews have always been selected as the 
scapegoats of the misfortunes of other nations, 
and now that Germany is going through a 
period of very bad trade the anti-Semites have 
redoubled their agitation. We may console 
ourselves with a saying by a German writer: 
“When you are stung by slanderous tongues, 
comfort yourself with this thonught—it is not 
the worst fruit that is gnawed by wasps!” 
It is just because the Jewish people have 
attained a position of eminence in every 
sphere of human activity that they are 
attacked by base spirits. Anti-Semitism has 
been rightly described as the barometer of 
human degeneracy. It is only decadent folk 
that descend to attacks on a defenceless 
people. 

THE STONES THAT BECAME UNITED. 

There isa Rabbinical legend which is based 
on a peculiarity of the text of the story of 
Jacob's sleep in the desert. The Bible tells 
how he took some stones for his pillow. But 


the next morning, it says, he made a pillar 
of the stone that he had «sed for his pillow, 
The Rabbis say that the stones quarrelled for 
the honour of supporting the head of the 
patriarch, and to compose their jealousy they 
were all made into one stone. This fancy 
was once used to comfort a Rabbi who had 
his house bombarded by stonesthrown by the 
mob, and one piece of rock which shattered 
his window narrowly missed killing him. 
“Tam used to attack,’ he complained to his 
friends, “ but never before has such a murder- 
ous onslaught been made on me.” They 
reminded him of the legend I have quoted. 
“ Perhaps,” they said, “the little pebbles 


quarreled among themselves, and they were | 


all combined into one big stone to have the 
honour of hitting a saint.” Now that so 
many anti-Semites are combining against us, 
we may recall this story. I am sure, how- 
ever, that the next time you see the frolics 
of Mickey Mouse at the pictures you will 
look at him with new interest.
